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WHICHONE AND BOOJUM. 
HE order now is reversed. Prior to and for 
a week after the running of the Hopeful 
Stakes, in which, on the last day at Saratoga, 
this illustrious “Whitney pair’ ran one-two, set- 
ting a new American record at 1:17 for the 614 
furlongs, it was Boojum and Whichone. 

Turf scribes in the East, almost to a man, were 
sure the son of John P. Grier was the master of 
the son of *Chicle, but there was a divided opin- 
ion among the keenest of the trainers who were 
constantly observing the two remarkably swift 
colts. 

Then came the Champagne Stakes with its 
awakening—Whichone (127) by two lengths, 
Gone Away (115), half a length, Boojum (130), 
a head, Stanton (110), Maya (110), Broadway 
Limited (111) also running. It was surprising 
to the Eastern writers that Boojum should have 
been defeated, and it was astonishing that Gone 
Away should have split the pair. 

So, when the Futurity came last Saturday, a 
number of the forecasters were still of the opin- 
ion that Boojum would prove to be the better 
horse in that coveted event, and they named him 
as their choice, though none were of the opinion 
that the prize would go to other than Harry 
Payne Whitney, as it did. 

Whichone has, quite definitely, we think, by 
that victory settled the question of mastery. The 
order at the finish was Whichone (125), three 
lengths, Hi Jack (122), a head, Gallant Fox (122) 
a nose, Boojum (130), two lengths, and thirteen 
other runners. 

We think Whichone can defeat Boojum at 
level weights—the higher the weight the more 
certain we would feel about it—-at any distance 
longer than 6 furlongs. 

There now is no occasion to ask: “Which one ?”’ 


THE WEAKER SEX. 
HERE was and still is wonder at the failure 
of Rose of Sharon, four times an Oaks win- 
ner, to make a better showing among the colts 
in the American Classic at Arlington Park in 
July. The public favored her well, and therefore 
the disappointment was keener. 
Now, we are told in messages coming over the 
cables from London that the English Oaks win- 


ner, Pennycomequick, became, over night, the 
favorite for the St. Leger, only to finish in the 
ruck, she being the only filly in a field of fourteen. 

Modesty was the only filly ever to win the 
American Derby and Regret, likewise, was the 
only one of her sex to triumph in the Kentucky 
Derby. Rarely have fillies won the English 
Derby. 

It simply is the working of the laws of average, 
and from such occurrences come our reminders 
that it is given unto the male to be stronger than 
the female in all forms of physical competition. 


WINTER BOOKS. 


URING the past week we came across the 

following from ‘Tralee Lad,’ addressed to 
Harvey T. Woodruff and published in his column, 
“In The Wake of The News,” in The Chicayo 
Tribune: 


“Recent comment of a ‘Way Back When- 
ner’ on the Robert Waddell American Derby 
of 1901 brings back old memories. I had 20 
bucks on his nose at 80 to 1 in the winter 
book. On the day of the race, I, with a num- 
ber of others, was in old Harry Helmkamp’s 
third emporium at Lake and 5th avenue. 
When Waddell crossed the finish line three 
lengths in front, I was the recipient of wild 
congratulations. I did the right thing and 
kept repeating the right thing on my sup- 
posed good fortune until we all were singing 
‘Sweet Adeline’ and my tab reached imposing 
figures. Next day I came downtown, head- 
ache and all, to collect my winnings and dis- 
covered my winter bookie had taken a run- 
out powder and I never collected a cent.” 


This is a yeminder that thousands of dollars 
due to people who backed Zev for the Kentucky 
Derby were never paid by the New York racketer 
who folded his tent and went hither unheralded 
and uncaught. 

It is a reminder, too, that others who operated 
less extensively have welched, and that Tom 
Kearney, of St. Louis, who always has paid has 
announced that he will not make a winter book 
on the next Kentucky Derby. 

Kearney says he has not found it profitable. 
We are prepared to believe that statement, for 
was not Jim O’Leary’s experience in the days 
when booking was more of a percentage business 
than a gamble sad enough? 

But the purpose of our printing this is to ask 
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these questions: Why bet at all in a winter 
book? Why not wait until the day of the race 
and bet at the track? Why take the worst of 
it, when with a small amount of patience you can 
perhaps have the best of it? 

Even if you should bet at the course and lose, 
you will have the satisfaction of knowing that 
you would have been able to “collect” had you 
won, and that no unnatural percentage was work- 
ing against you. 

Since winter booking has become so unreliable, 
why not resolve to help yourself and the Turf 
by discontinuing your support of them? 


GRAZING AND FEEDING. 
HE question was asked of Frederick J. Has- 
kin: ‘How much acreage is usually allowed 
for forage crops of the animals on a farm?” His 
response was: “The Department of Agriculture 
says that at least five acres per animal should be 
allowed to provide food the year round.” 

The late Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield, who 
gave much thought to such matters, and who 
had years of experience in breeding, feeding and 
handling Thoroughbred stallions, mares and 
young stock, stated it to be his opinion that in 
planning for grazing an allotment of at least 
ten acres should be made for each mare and her 
foal. 

This, of course, means for grass only. Extra 
acreage would be required for the production of 
grain, necessary to be fed during the year, since 
it is the practice of successful breeders to feed 
crushed oats, even when grass is abundant, and 
hay always is placed in the stalls for the mares 
on well regulated farms, regardless of the state 
of the grazing. 

It is known out of the book of experience that 
the well-fed mares produce strong, healthy foals, 
and it has come to be a part of the practical feed- 
ing system in Kentucky to provide grain for the 
foals in small mangers, apart from the mangers 
of the dams, or on trough-like tables enclosed by 
rails under which the youngsters can pass, in 
the pastures, long before weaning time, which, 
by the way is now at hand. 


RADIO THE RESULTS. 
E are in favor of broadcasting by radio the 
results of horse races at the important 
tracks in the United States and Canada, and in 
the winter time the tracks at Havana and Agua 
Caliente, as well as at Miami and New Orleans. 
About everything else of importance happen- 
ing in the nation is put on the radio. Why not 
the races? It would induce gambling, we hear 
someone say. We think not. We think it would 
have a tendency to decrease gambling. 
We think it might disorganize the present sys- 
tem of handbooking, which depends upon a wire 
service. We think there would be fewer pool- 


rooms, because, with the information coming over 
the radio, there would be no need of an assemb- 
ling place at which the information now is only 
obtainable. 

It would do away with the necessity for ’phon- 
ing to know the results, and one would not feel 
obligated to make a wager in order to be served 
with information, as often is the case. 

We take our line from the radio service on 
baseball and football games and on the markets. 
There is more interest in the games themselves 
and for themselves than there is in the gambling 
side of them, and so it would be with horse race 
results, we are sure, for is not human nature the 
same? 

Radio is helping to increase the attendance at 
ball games and it would do the same at horse 
races. 


HORSES AND SLEEP. 
N English authority, in the course of recent 
comment on the fact that John Dory was 
found lying in his stall sleeping when his at- 
tendant went to get him ready to go out for a 
race at York, which course he was visiting, said: 


“Racehorses, unless they are very placid, 
seldom sleep away from their own stable 
when at a race meeting.” 


In England the practice is to have training 
headquarters at one point and then ship the 
horses by train or motor van to the various 
courses, race them and return them to head- 
quarters. 

In this manner they do much travelling and 
very little sleeping while away on their trips. In 
this country it is somewhat different. The meet- 
ings are longer than in England, where they are 
one, two, three or four days. Horses here soon 
become accustomed to the stalls and generally 
take their rest thereafter until another change 
is made. But there are many horses of all breeds 
that will not lie down to sleep for a long time 
after they have been changed from their regular 
stalls. 

Horses sleep while standing, and many old 
campaigners, like circus horses, will sleep while 
in the trains, but this practice does not come 
until after long experience of shipping. 


SWITCHING OCCUPATIONS. 

ECAUSE of increased weight, Albert Johnson, 

who won the Kentucky Derby on Morvich and 
again on Bubbling Over, has again turned in his 
license as a jockey, and is planning to become a 
trainer. Earl Sande, who last year on Futurity 
day at Belmont Park retired from the saddle to 
become an owner and trainer, but later did ride 
some of his own horses over tracks permitting 
it, now has definitely decided to sell his horses 
and take up riding again. He has decreased in 
weight until this is possible. 
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BRITISH HORSES. 
HE success of Irish-bred horses in the Eng- 
lish “classics” this year has aroused a con- 


troversy, “Mankato” and other writers in Eng- 
land claiming that the Irish horses really had 
their beginning in England; that there is no such 
animal as an Irish Thoroughbred; that all Thor- 
oughbreds, the world over, are descendants of the 
British Thoroughbred, and kindred expressions. 
P. Leo Faulkner, of Curragh, Kildare, Ireland. is 
one of several Irishmen who are standing up for 
the rights of the Thoroughbreds produced in Ire- 
land to be called Irish Thoroughbreds, and he has 
written quite a bit upon the subject. His latest 
to come to this side of the water is the following, 
dated August 26, and published in The Sporting 
Chronicle (Manchester) : 

“When Major Timmis mentioned that Julius 
Caesar was met in 55 B. C. by large numbers of 
mounted soldiers, many of whose horses (British) 
were taken back to Rome and highly prized, he 
caused your reviewer to be deeply introspective. 
I fear he causes me to be slightly amused. 

“At the period in question the ponies in North- 
ern Britain were so small and stunted that it was 
quite out of the question to use them as chargers. 
Dio Cassius is the authority for this state of 
affairs. 

“As these midgets could not be used for riding 
purposes they were attached to chariots, and war 
was made in this way. 

“In the South of Britain it is prudent to as- 
sume that the ponies were somewhat taller and 
of stronger conformation. 

“The Southern clans at the Battle of Hastings 
in A.D. 1066 fought on foot, and not from horse- 
hack. William the Conqueror won the day, as the 
brave Saxon foot soldiers were unable to with- 
stand the devastating charge of his adequately- 
mounted, mail-clad cavalry. This fact is known 
to all schoolchildren. 

“When the Normans invaded Ireland in or 
about A.D. 1175 the Irish cavalry did not dis- 
mount to engage the enemy. 

“Professor Ridgeway’s researches tend to show 
that at the time of Julius Cesar the Belgic tribes 
in Britain had also imported from their kinsmen 
on the other side of the Straits some of those 
excellent horses, largely of North African blood. 
which the Gauls, as we have seen, possessed in 
abundance, and on which their cavalry was 
mounted at the time of Cesar’s conquest.’ 

“Why should it have occurred to anyone to 
utilize for crossing purposes the mouse-like pony 
of Britain when a far more powerful animal ex- 
isted amongst the Continental Gauls? 

“There is ample historical evidence to show 
that the Continental Gauls were owners of horses 
of superior class, which they were in the habit 
of importing from the South at big prices. 

“So much then for the possibility of the all- 
important Arabian triumvirate having British 
blood in their veins.” 


LEADS NEW ZEALAND SIRES. 

APER MONEY, 1916, by Greenback—Epping 

Rose, by Eager, bred in England by the late 
J. F. Hallick, trained by T. Cannon, and third in 
the Derby of 1919 behind Grand Parade and 
Buchan, is the leading sire in New Zealand. In 
that country his get have won £21,000, while in 
Australia they have won sufficient to bring his 


total to about £34,000. He has twelve 2-year-old 
winners. 


NEW RACECOURSE COMPANY. 

The Worcester Racecourse Company, Limited, 
has been formed to take over operation of the 
plant at Worcester, England, which is owned by 
the town corporation and under lease to Mrs. 
Skyrme, owner of the Grand Stand Hotel. Im- 
provements to cost approximately $22,500 are to 
be made. 


ROYAL MINSTREL DEFEATED. 

Conceding a year in age and 3 pounds in weight, 
Royal Minstrel was defeated at York August 27 
by J. B. Joel’s Tag End, 5-year-old grey gelding, 
by Tagrag--Short Line. by Machakos, for the 
Nunthorpe Sweepstakes. It was a $4,000 race 
and the time for the 5 furlongs was :58. Tag 
End won by a neck. 


BEND OR—ST. SIMON. 


Bonny Boy II, winner of the Ebor Handicap, 
value about $6,000, 134 miles, at York this year, 
is another example of the tail male mating of 
Bend Or on St. Simon. His sire is Comrade, grand- 
son of Tredennis, and his dam is Basse Pointe, 
grandaughter of St. Simon. 


ENGLISH ITEMS. 

Mike Hall is quoted at 40 to 1 for the Cesare- 
witch. 

Bullhead, 3-year-old by Phalaris—Cartona, has 
been sold and is on tus way to Australia. 

“Tote” machines, native inventions. are not 
working entirely satisfactorily at English courses, 
but they will be o. k. in time. 

A £500 share in Gatwick racecourse sold a few 
days ago for £521. Last year it paid a dividend 
of 6 per cent free of income tax. 

Mr. Jinks is described as “a horse that will al- 
ways carry a big barrel, having abnormally 
sprung ribs and heavy muscular quarters.” 

“Warren Hill” comments that “Fairway is get- 
ting back to his old form and will, I venture to 
predict, show his Eclipse running to have been a 
long way below his best before the end of the 
season.

When he read that, Kenneth Kane, manager of 
Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Stud, called up to 
say that Winkipop is hale and hearty at Mere- 
worth Stud, and that she has at heel a handsome 
brown colt by *Swinburne, a fact we had pub- 
lished in THE BLOOD HORSE for the week ending 
June 15 in connection with our account of Penny- 
comequick’s victory in the Oaks at Epsom. Mr. 
Kane further informed us that Winkipop was 
bred this year to Swift and Sure and appears to 
be in foal. He also gave the information that 
Miss Gadabout had just arrived at Mereworth 
Stud from Lord Astor’s establishment at Clive- 
den. Miss Gadbaout is a 7-year-old daughter of 
Cylgad, out of Popingaol, by Dark Ronald, out of 
Popinjay, by St. Frusquin.

NEW TYPE POLO PONY 


Editor’s Note: This interesting article, writ- 
ten by Edward Roberts for Sportologue (Los 
Angeles) affords information about a new type 
of polo pony produced by Senor Otero in Argen- 
tine and brought to California for exhibition and 
improvement by introduction of Thoroughbred 
blood. 


FE IT with horse, dog, dairy herd, scientific 
discovery or mechanical improvement, every 
forward step, every betterment has found its in- 
ception in the germ of an idea nurtured by the 
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SENOR OTERO AND PONY 


pioneering spirit and brought to fruition with the 
same dauntless courage that sends men over un- 
chartered seas. 

From far away Argentine and its wind swept 
pampas there has come to the United States by 
the way of Los Angeles, Senor Don Tomas Juan 
Carlos Ramos Otero, promient haciendado of 
that country and owner of the noted estancia La 
Hortencia, bringing with him fourteen horses and 
a troupe of gauchos. These animals represent 
fifteen years of breeding effort with one sole pur- 
pose in view, that of creating for the world a 
distinctive and universally known type of polo 
pony. The gaucho is the counterpart of the cow- 
boy of North America. 

During all these years native horses with their 
Arab and Indian strains have been crossed with 
the sole purpose in view of standardizing a horse 
of a certain type, color and texture of skin. The 
result is a gorgeous and beautiful pinto, a white, 
spotted with polka dots in black gray and roan 
or brown with white, black and gray spots and 


splashes -five distinct colors on some of the 
specimens the world’s most striking equine and 
a type that carries phenomenal qualities of 


sturdiness with great bone and sinew and is yet 
fine along the lines of the ancestral Arabian. His 
nearest prototype in this country, except in 
color, is the Morgan, though he has much of the 
appearance and many of the characteristics of 
the California stock horse at his best, that not 
being at all strange when it is understood that 
the gaucho of the pampas is the cowboy of Ar- 
gentine and is a fine illustration of the theory of 
evolution. The strenuous and specific require- 
ments of the cowboy and gaucho in the widely 
separated portions of the globe having in the 


course of scores of generations developed prac- 
tically the same type of horse for the same work. 

Type and color achieved, Senor Ramos Otero 
is now negotiating for the serving of his mares 
of this type by Thoroughbred American stallions. 
He is satisfied, and so are the many enthusiastic 
horsemen who have seen his horses, that proper 
height and distinctive coloration have been 
achieved and from now on will breed for speed. 
As to endurance, let this much be said, that one 
of the horses brought here, now stabled with the 
others at Alfred Meyer's Griffith Park Riding 
Academy, in an endurance test at Buenos Aires 
four years ago, cantered steadily for twelve hours 
from sunrise to sunset without once changing his 
gait, covering a distance in forty 
leagues, or 100 miles. 

Ever since their arrival here the Argentine 
horses have been viewed by crowds daily. Forty- 
seven days on board ship, coming by way of 
Panama, they arrived in Los Angeles in perfect 
condition with every animal undergoing federal 
inspection and being declared 100 per cent free 
from illness or hurt of any kind. 

In addition to being an owner of something 
over 3000 horses, Senor Ramos Otero raises about 
one hundred thousand sheep annually and from 
twenty to thirty thousand steers. In addition, 
cultivating tens of thousands of acres of wheat 
and other grains. Estancia Hortencia is about 
thirty miles square, being actually twelve leagues 
of land in each direction; figure it out for your- 
self. The estancia is about two hundred miles 
south of Buenos Aires and is one of the notable 
estates of the Argentine Republic. 

Accompanying the horses and gauchos through 
the canal came a brother-in law, the manager of 
the estancia, Don Ernesto Grondona, Senor 
Ramos Otero, his niece, Miss Amalia Dugo, a 
beauitful type of the Argentine girl, Don Jorge 
Gowland, his nephew and business administrator, 
as well as his secretary, came by way of New 
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York and Chicago. The party is stopping at the 
Ambassador Hotel, Los Angeles . 

Senor Otero’s horses are noted for their color 
and hardiness in their own country, and with 
natural pride he has brought them to this coun- 
try at a cost of $7000 that they may be seen by 
horsemen here as a side issue of his own pleasure 
trip and that of his associates who are all mem- 
bers of his immediate family, which is one of the 
best known in the Argentine, politically, socially 
and financially. 

The district in which the estancia is located, 
the Mar Del Plata nine hours south of Buenos 
Aires, is the Atlantic City of the Argentine, a 
very exclusive summer resort of the wealth and 
aristocracy of that prosperous nation. 

Senor Ramos Otero’s mother, Dona Emilia Noel 
de Ramos Otero, 89 years old in October of this 
year, is a sister to Dr. Carlos Noel, a noted figure 
in the political life of Argentina.

“Chilhowee’s Turf career was brilliant and, en- 
dowed with dazzling speed, he established records 
ranging from a mere sprint to those over distance 
routes. The son of Ballot is eight years old. Re- 
tired to the stud in 1927, his sons and daughters 
will contribute to 19380 racing, when doubtless his 
name will embellish the honor roll of sires of 
winning 2-year-olds. 

“Rock Star, chestnut horse, 6, by Trap Rock, 
out of *Star Emerald, by Sunstar, is the stud 
companion of Chilhowee at Whitehall, and some 
of the farm mares have been bred to him, while 
others were mated with Black Servant, Bubbling 
Over, Ladkin and Dan IV, the former good 
steeplechaser, but now a remount stallion, in 
service at Front Royal. 

“An outstanding yearling colt at Whitehall is 
by Dan IV out of Novitiate, daughter of Trap 
Rock and Sister Superior. Of this year’s foals 
the bay colt by Bubbling Over from Novitiate is 
a choice specimen, but the chestnut filly by 
Epinard, the French champion, out of the hand- 
some mare, Damage, by Uncle, charmed able 
critics at the Warrenton horse show, where mare 
and foal were awarded first prize. 

“C, J. Fitz Gerald came down from New York 
and judged the class. The daughter of Epinard 
has a lovely head and perfection of form to en- 
vision the sculptor’s model. 

“Gravity, by Jacobi out of Gravonna, and Soot, 
a black daughter of General Gouge and Per- 
sister, failed to produce last spring, and were en- 
tertained in the court of Dan IV, while the im- 
ported mare, Grand Review, by Grand Parade, 
from Sling Shot, by Sunstar, received the em- 
brace of Rock Star.” 

Editor’s Note: The Damage and Novitiate foals 
above mentioned were born at Greenwich Stud, 
where the mares were visiting.

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BELMONT PARK. 
HE meeting of thirteen days under auspices 
of the Westchester Racing Association, which 
closed at Belmont Park Monday, September 16, 
was most interesting and successful, the sport 


of the last three: days of the second week being 
on the whole more enjoyable than what had gone 
before. 

Monday, September 9, the track was heavy. 
Stephanite, very much at home in the going, cap- 
tured the Mineola Claiming Stakes for the Lenox 
Stud Stable. She was in at $8,000. 

Frank Keeney, just returned from Mt. Clemons, 
Michigan, announced his decision to open Keeney 
Park, near Jacksonville, on December 14, the same 
day on which Havana opens, and to close on 
January 14, so there will be no conflict with the 
Miami Jockey Club meeting, which is to open 
January 16. 

John McEntee Bowman, president of the Hav- 
ana-America Jockey Club, was also at the 
course and expressed himself enthusiastically 
about the prospects for a big meeting at Oriental 
Park next winter, saying that, with no purse less 
than $1,000 and with overnight handicaps from 
$1,200 to $2,500, more and better horses are ex- 
pected. 

There were only three starters for the Twin 
City Handicap on Tuesday, but it resulted in a 
thrilling contest between Petee-Wrack and Dis- 
traction, the former winning by half a length in 
2:03 3-5 for the mile and a quarter over a drying 
out track. 

The day also was marked by the first victory 
for the new owner, Herbert Bayard Swope, the 
recently acquired *Lativich winning for him. 

The feature of Wednesday was the Tomboy 
Handicap in which A. L. Alexander’s Red Rag 
was the winner. The weather was cooler and 
better and the attendance was correspondingly 
improved. 

Another large crowd was present Thursday, the 
weather being ideal and the track at its best. 
It was so fast that Soul of Honor, in winning the 
Jerome Handicap, ran the mile in 1:36 1-5, beat- 
ing Chicatie a head. 

Gone Away, which split the Whitney Pair, 
Whichone and Boojum, in the Champagne Stakes, 
easily won a 6 furlongs race. 

Friday was a day of thrills. With the track 
perfect, the skies overcast, but no rain, and no 
wind of consequence, it was an ideal day for 
speed, and there was plenty of it displayed. 

Hot Toddy, in winning the Lexington Handi- 
cap, carried Jockey Maiben in the colors of Mrs. 
K. E. Hitt to a new American track record of 
1:48 2-5 for 9 furlongs. Little Nap ran 6 fur- 
longs over the Widener Course in 1:10 3-5, the 
track record being 1:10 1-5. Nusakan, owned by 
Gifford A. Cochran, trained by Henry McDaniel 
and ridden by Biil Kelsay, set a new track record 
for 6 furlongs on the main course at 1:10, the 
previous record having been 1:10 2-5, set by Fair 
Phantom in September 1923. 

The total distribution in stakes and purses for 
the grand card which drew a tremendous crowd 
to the course on Saturday was $181,010 and a 
gold cup valued at $2,500, the greatest for a 
single day of racing in any course in the land. 

The Futurity, the Grand National Steeplechase, 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup were three of the six 
events decided, and the story of their running is 
told later along in these columns. 


STEPHANITE WINS MINEOLA CLAIMING. 


Stephanite, a maiden in the Lenox Stud Stable, 
close up all the way, drew away in the final 
eighth to win the fifteenth running of the Mine- 
ola Claiming Stakes (%4 mile, 1:13, track muddy, 
net value $3,800) at Belmont Park, September 9, 
by three lengths from Brookmeade_ Stable’s 
Cygnet, and he was a half-length better than W. 
R. Coe’s Big Business. Moonstruck, Lamp Black, 
Partisan, Andra, Chrysalid, Barn Dance and 
Gregory finished as named. The track was deep 
and holding from the heavy rains and Stephanite 
performed as though easily the best in the going. 
The winner has started three times previously 
and unplaced in all of them.

Stakes, etc., and was also the dam of the winners 
Royal Onyx (stake winner of 50 races), Palan- 
quin and Artemis, and the producers Fricassee, 
and Tehera. Mary Letcher was also the dam of 
the winner Howell W. and the producer Flaxen 
Hair. 


THREE START IN TWIN CITY. 


Only three horses competed in the thirty-sec- 
ond running of the Twin City Handicap (1% 
miles, 2:03 3-5, net value $4,175) at Belmont 
Park, September 10, and was won by J. R. 
Macomber’s Petee-Wrack. Wheatley Stable’s 
Distraction was only a half-length behind and 
12 lengths in front of the other starter, Mrs. J. 
D. Hertz’s *Gipsy King II. Distraction showed 
early speed and set the pace for the first quarter, 
when Petee-Wrack took command, was rated 
along steadily and held Distraction safe at the 
end. 

Petee-Wrack is a 4-year-old son of Wrack and 
Marguerite by Celt. His tabulated pedigree sap- 
peared on page 21 in THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 6 
This was the eighth start for him this year, and 
his fifth victory. This season he has also to his 
credit the Philadelphia Handicap, Metropolitan 
Handicap and the Merchants and Citizens’ Han- 
dicap. 


RED RAG WINS FILLY EVENT. 


The feature of the card at Belmont Park, 
September 11, was the twelfth running of the 
Tomboy Handicap for 2-year-old fillies (515 fur- 
longs, 1:05 2-5, net value $4,300) and was won 
by A. L. Alexander’s Red Rag, ridden by Mack 
Garner (118) a length better than Sagamore 
Stable’s The Spare, ridden by J. Bejshak (126). 
Audley Farm Stable’s Enid finished a nose be2- 
hind The Spare for third place, and was a length 
in front of W. R. Coe’s Conclave, fourth. Alert, 
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Mad Hattie, Snowflake, Believe Sally and Ads- 
quate finished as named. Mad Hattie was the 
first to show at the start, but Conclave, Red Rag 
and The Spare were right up on her and soon had 
her headed. Red Rag responded gamely to 
pressure in the final sixteenth and wore down 
The Spare in the final drive.

Joseph E. Widener’s Are Light (five-year-old 
chestnut gelding by *Archaic, out of Felicity, by 
“Rock Sand) ridden by A. Bauman, apprentice, 
won the rich steeplechase event, the twenty-ninth 
running of the Grand National (about 3 miles, 
0:46, track fast, net value $34,450) at Belmont 
Park, September 14. Greentree Stable’s Fairfield, 
riaden by J. Lambert was second two lengths 
back and fifteen lengths better than his stable- 
mate Jolly Roger, ridden by D. Byers, in third 
place. Ruler, ridden by Mr. G. Bostwick was 
fourth and Le Digard and The Ace II also ran. 
Brave IT lost his rider at the thirteenth jump. 

At the drop of the flag Ruler and Fairfield went 
out to set the pace, and soon had a long lead over 
the others, botn jumping well and setting a fast 
pace. Arc Light was neld under restraint and 
moved without exertion. Two jumps from the 
finish Ruler made a bad landing and Fairfield 
and Are Light drew away, the latter wearing 
down Fairfield to be the first over the last jump 
and home to victory. Are Light won the Glen- 
dale Steeplechase at Aqueduct, July 4. His tabu- 
lated pedigree was published in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
No. 15, page 12. 


WHICHONE’S FUTURITY. 

There were seventeen starters for the fortieth 
Futurity, at Belmont Park, September 14, and 
tne winner was Harry Payne Whitney's 2-year- 
old brown colt Whichone, by *Chicle, out of 
Flying Witch, by Broomstics, trained by James 
Rowe, Jr.. and ridden by R. Workman.

Stanton, Broadway Limited, Spinach, Caruso, 
Gallant Knight, The Spare, Maya and Dark Sea 
finishing as named. Whichone carried 125 
pounds, Hi-Jack and Gallant Fox 122 each, Boo- 
jum 130, Caruso, 127, Sir Johren, Swinfield, Gal- 
lant Knight 122 each, Pansy Walker, Believe 
Sally, The Spare 119 each, and the others 117 
each. 

she gross value of the race was $119,610 and a 
trophy, of which the winner’s portion was 
$105,730, the second $8,640, third $4,240, and 
fourth $1,000. These values include $3,000 to 
nominator of the dam of the winner, $2,000 to 
nominator of dam of the second, and $1,000 to 
nominator of the dam of the third horse, for in 
each instance the present owner was the nomi- 
nator. 

When the barrier was released, Whichnone, in 
No. 1 post position, was the first to show, but 
in a jiffy Boojum had the lead and held it until

along the rail. Workman sharply aroused the 
son of *Chicle and he responded with a burst of 
speed and in a manner that brought cheers from 
tne throats of the throng. Quickly he drew away 
from contention and even before the finish was 
reached it was apparent that he could not be 
overtaken. The struggle for the place was ter- 
rific. The time for the race was 1:19 3-5, the 
distance being about 7 furlongs.

“The foals by him 
we soon are to wean are without exception ex- 
cellent individuals, and, I think, much better 
than any he has previously gotten.” 

Asked for information as to the result of his 
scheme for inducing blue grass to grow at 
Mapleton Stud, Mr. Williams said: ‘““‘We are more 
than pleased» with the effort. The grass is 
luxuriantly abundant and is quite as succulent 
as any in this section of Kentucky. We have 
this fine stand on 100 acres and I have just com- 
pleted seeding 50 acres more. I first especially 
prepare the ground with lime and fertilizer and 
then put in five bushels of seed to the acre. That 
seems a great deal of seed but it brings results.” 
It is intended each year to increase the blue grass 
pasturage by seeding, as has been done since Mr. 
Williams went to Mapleton Stud.

Y virtue of his having won the St. Leger at 

Doncaster, September 11, supplementing his 
victory in the Derby at Epsom, June 5, in which 
he conquered Mr. Jinks, winner of the Two 
Thousand Guineas, and Pennycomequick, winner 
of the Oaks, Trigo is the champion 3-year-old of 
England for 1929. 

As readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE are aware, 
Trigo is a bay colt by Blandford, out of Athasi, 
by Farasi, and is owned by William Barnett, of 
Belfast, Ireland, where he was bred, and is 
trained by Richard C. Dawson, an Irishman, who 
has his establishment at Whatcombe, England. 
Trigo was ridder by J. Marshall, who rode him 
also in the Derby. 

His victory in the St. Leger, which was worth 
$55,000, puts Trigo at the head of the list of 
winning horses over there with a credit of ap- 


proximately $117,000, while Mr. Jinks, $81,000; 
Royal Minstrel, $80,500; Pennycomequick, 


$43,500, and Taj Mah (winner of the One Thou- 
sand Guineas), $37,500, come next in order. It 
also puts Mr. Barnett at the head of the list of 
breeders, and places him second to the Aga Khan 
in the list of winning owners. Blandford already 
is second in the list of winning sires to Tetra- 
tema, and this success of his son serves to make 
that position secure. Trigo’s Asiatic

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Trigo is the only horse since Coronach in 1926 
to win two of the five classic races. Coronach 
won the Derby and St. Leger. Gainsborough in 
1918 was the last to win the “Triple Crown.” 
Tranquil won the St. Leger and the One Thou- 
sand Guineas in 1923, and Saucy Sue won the 
Oaks and One Thousand Guineas in 1925. 


There were fourteen runners for the St. Leger 
this year, of which Pennycomequick, carrying the 
colors of Lord Astor, started favorite, and fin- 
ished in the ruck. The price about Trigo was 
5 to 1. At the end of the mile and six furlongs 
and 132 yards, the winner’s margin of victory was 
a head, the second horse being Lord Derby’s Bos- 
worth, brown colt, by Son-in-Law out of Seren- 
issima (dam of Tranquil, winner of the St. Leger 
in 1923) by Minoru. Sir L. Phillip’s Horus, chest- 
nut colt, by Papyrus (winner in the Derby in 
1923), out of Lady Peregrine, by White Eagle. 
was third, three parts of a length back. C. W. 
Gordon’s Haste Away, by Ellangowan, was fourth. 
Trigo was 5 to 1 in the betting; Bosworth 9 to 1, 
and Horus 25 to 1. 

Hotweed, the French champion, and one of the 
choices was among the defeated, as was Pos- 
terity, the only runner owned by an American, he 
being the property of Mrs. Corlette Glorney, 
formerly Miss Helene Guggenheim. 


Ten days before the St. Leger, ‘““Augur,” in The 
Sporting Life (London) wrote: “Still, Trigo de- 
serves every credit for a game display. Like his 
brother Athford, he seems to be a thoroughly 
genuine colt, and if only for this reason he is en- 
titled to the highest consideration. He is report- 
ed to be thriving on his preparation, too.” 

Ballygreaney, half-sister to Trigo and Athford, 
is in the stud of J. S. Pereira in Panama, and he 
has written F. S. Myerscough, managing director 
of the Irish Bloodstock Agency, through the 
agency’s represenative in Panama, requesting as- 
sistance in selecting a mate for her. Bally- 
greaney never raced because she developed leg 
trouble. 


ATHFORD’S DONCASTER CUP. 


Athford, 4-year-old brother to Trigo, and also 
property of William Barnett, owner of Trigo, won 
the Doncaster Cup September 138, with T. Rich- 
ards’ Jugo second and E. De St. Alary’s Karabagh 
third. The distance was two miles and a furlong. 

Athford in the spring won the Newbury Spring 
Cup, in which Reigh Count ran, and he also won 
the Kempton Park Great Jubilee. He was one 
of the runners in the Coronation Cup won by 
Reigh Count. 


MIGHT CONSULT DR. EMMONS. 


“T can’t understand why he swerves so badly 
in racing,” said Trainer J. P. (Sammy) Smith of 
the Dorwood Stable, in commenting on Merano 
to “Beau Belmont” of The Morning Telegraph 
(New York) September 10 at Belmont Park, “for 
he always jumped truly in schooling. He is an 
excellent jumping prospect and I am hopeful his 
fault can be corrected. The first time I attributed 
it to greenness, but he has had plenty of chance 
to settle down since that outing.”

THE BILL FOR SPORT 


Ediotr’s Note: This interesting article, written 
by Westbrook Pegler, of New York, appeared 
originally in The Chicago Tribune of September 
15. 

HE trustful business men who accept horse 

wagers on the New: York and Florida race 
tracks where betting is forbidden by law but per- 
mitted by custom are reported to lose some- 
where between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 every 
year in bad debts. Of course there is no way of 
knowing exactly how much they lose, for there 
is no clearing house. For the same reason there 
is no way of knowing just how much money is 
wagered in the course of a season’s play, much 
of it on credit. 

One of the leading financiers in this trade tells 
me that the losses due to nonpayment of bets 
amount to about 5 per cent of the total, from 
which one might reach the conclusion that the 
season’s turnover is only $60,000,000 or $80,000,- 
000. This seems a bit scant. Million dollar days 
are rather common. 

‘lhere is a pleasant temptation to go on from 
there speculating in beautiful figures on the 
amount of money that is wagered legally and 
otherwise on the horses in this country in the 
course of a year’s chancing. With Chicago, Mary- 
land, Kentucky, New Orleans and all the minor 
centers of the game entering vast sums in the 
column and with a great unknown total of 
money flowing hither and yon along the telegraph 
wires, the turnover might be half a billion. Could 
it be a billion ? 

Some of these operators do business in awe 
inspiring sums on brisk days, but, of course, 
much of it is used money. One gambler bets it 
against another and he bets it back again. It 
isn’t new capital; it is turnover. But how large 
is the cash basis? Much of it is professional 
money or gambling money, an isolated pool of 
wealth apart from the great seas of commercial 
money. It washes about in its own basin, now 
high on one shore, now on the other. With the 
flow of its own tude, there is a certain rate of 
absorption. 

Gamblers, in funds, spend lavishly for wine, for 
big cars, clothing and luxuries for the families. 
A certain proportion of them are always in funds, 
so this drain is constant. Yet sea level in this 
flowing body of wealth remains generally the 
same, so I suppose the drainage is replaced by a 
constant equalizing trickle of new money, the 
professional gambler’s percentage. Col. E. R. 
Bradley says this percentage is always operating 
against the casual player. 

There is an odium attaching to the trade of 
bookmaking which seems unjustified in my ob- 
servation. I find them to be a _ proud corps, 
sensitive of their credit, meticulous about their 
obligations and far more welched against than 
welching. One comes to picture the bookmaker 
as a ratty character with a plush vest a horse 
shoe stickpin and a bleary eye. 

At Saratoga the one who booked my timorous 
shillings while they lasted had the outward ap- 
pearance of a commuter, the mind of a cash 
register, and a hanker’s standing in his own 
sphere of business. I quite understand that book- 
makers default now and again, but I also have 
heard of them coming back to pay off as soon as 
they could. Such defaults so atoned cannot be 
classed as welching. Rather, I suppose, they 
must be given the milder epithet of business 
troubles, of a kind familiar in all lines. And,

whereas a merchant may go through bankruptcy 
and come back without discharging his debts in 
full, the bookmaker must pay 100 per cent be- 
fore he is reaccepted. 

What is the annual bill of the U. S. A. for sport 
in all its costly ramifications? This is something 
the federal trade commission cannot hope to 
know. One first must determine what is expense 
and what is merely an exchange of money. 

Certainly most of this gambling turnover is 
not expenses. Nor can the cost of keeping stables 
be charged entirely as money gone away, for 
much of it deserves rating as investment. Golf 
is one of the most expensive sports in the 
country’s bill for pleasure out of doors, with an 
enormous demand for money for dues, materials 
upkeep and service. Football and basebal! drain 
off great sums in gate receipts. 

But then it goes back to people as wages, for 
there is a workman somewhere for every patron 
or player in the American frenzy of games. The 
turnover, expenditure and investment must run 
into more than one billion, but Mr. Dawes him- 
self couldn’t isolate the cost of all this fun so 
inextricably is it mixed with useful commerce. 

Sport in this country has become one of the 
great industries, employing more personnel than 
aviation, and the outlay for it in all its aspects 
must rank high among the items on the bill for 
living. By the way, as we travel through life, 
and as the bookmakers put it in their calm 
philosophy, the damn stuff is only money anyway. 
IRISH HORSES. 

Col. Louis Lee Haggin, master of Mt. Brilliant, 
near Lexington, is only a short while returned 
from a visit to England and Ireland. He says 
the largest and best appearing Thoroughbreds he 
ever saw are in Ireland. He says he never saw 
a more magnificent horse than is Roi Herode, 
and he thinks he has never seen better mares 
than he saw at the establishment of the Aga 
Khan. He attended the yearling sales at Goff’s 
Ballbridge establishment near Dublin, and there 
had opportunity for observing a large number of 
young horses. 

“The production of Thoroughbreds has under- 
gone a great change in Ireland and it likewise 
has produced a great change in the farmers of 
Ireland,”’ said Colonel Haggin. ‘Prior to the war 
the farmers kept mares not Thoroughbred for the 
production of ‘chasers,’ as they were called, they 
being of the type we know in this country as 
hunters. 

“During the war their mares were taken in 
such large numbers that the coming of peace 
found the farms very sparcely populated with 
those anima’s. The farmers, because of the con- 
dition. rather than by choice, turned to Thorough- 
bred mares and the results of their breeding ac- 
tivities are attracting world wide attention. 

“The horses I saw at the Dublin show were 
grand specimens. If anything they were too 
massive, but my, how some of them could jump, 
and what jumps they have over there. I believe 
the Irish women are the greatest riders of their 
sex in the world. It is marvelous to see them.” 
BETTER BUSINESS. 

Says The Sporting Life (London): “Hurst Park 
had two of the biggest attendances of recent 
years on Friday and Saturday, which should 
bring home two facts to other racecourse execu- 
tives: 1. It pays to advertise. 2. The public is 
prepared to support race meetings in greater 
numbers if the admission fees are reduced and 
attractive racing is provided.”

Editor’s Note: This interesting article about 
the breeding establishment of a_ well-known 
American in France is from the pen of “Far- 
away,” Paris correspondent of Horse and Hound 
(London). 

R RALPH BEAVER STRASSBURGER, the 

well-known Pennsylvania millionaire, never 
does things by halves, and, when he decided to 
race in France soon after the war, he purchased 
bloodstock in England, France and America for 
big sums. About two years ago he decided to 
establish his own breeding stud in the Normandy 
district, securing about 200 acres within fifteen 
miles of Deauville. What was then a farm has 
been transformed into one of the most beautiful 
places in France, one would almost say by a 
magic wand. The stud building and boxes at 
the Haras des Monceaux have been constructed 
in blocks around an enormous square, with acres 
of lawns and flower gardens, now a riot of color, 
in the centre. 

Although Mr. Strassburger is the fortunate 
owner of the most sumptuous and important 
villa in Deauville, a veritable show place over 
looking the racecourse that he purchased lock, 
stock and barrel from the Baron de Rothschild, 
he has not neglected to improve the small manor 
house found on the stud, so that he can stay 
there for a night when he wishes. Without 
touching the charming old outside walls, he has 
transformed the interior to a luxury equal to the 
Ritz, albeit in the best of good taste, as its old- 
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world charm is embellished with early English 
furniture. 


Lavishly Done 

All the buildings for the bloodstock have 
naturally been constructed on the most lavish 
and hygienic lines. Mr. Strassburger has been 
fortunate in securing the services of Mr. de 
Baschkirow to manage the stud, and he has a 
residence on the farm. Mr. de Baschkirow is 
well known in the racing world, having been 
for many years, before the Bolsheviks took pos- 
session, President of the Russion Jockey Club, 
and a well-known breeder in that unhappy coun- 
try. He has brought all his knowledge, with the 
assistance of Mr. Strassburger’s wealth, to bear 
on this place, and on the purchase of the choicest 


‘lines in the way of brood mares, and if success 


can result from wealth and knowledge it should 
do so here. 

I have said enough about the place to raise 
the curiosity of readers, but anyone interested in 
bloodstock is welcome to look around. It needs 
to be seen to obtain any conception of its beauty 
and completeness. Besides bloodstock, the home 
farm shelters a small but one of the most select 
pedigree herds of cattle in France. There are 
still a large number of workmen on the place, but 
the main part is complete. 

To turn to the bloodstock itself, there are 
about twenty-five mares, and it is not their own- 
er’s intention to increase the number. The 
majority of them are young, well-bred imported 
matrons. Two each are by Tracery, Chaucer, 
Phalaris, and Sunstar, and others are by Silvern 
Gay Crusader, Greenback, Stedfast and Poly- 
melus. Those French-bred are by Prestige, Arc 
de Triomphe, Cannobie, and then two each by

Sardanapale and Alcantara II and a young Teddy 
mare; and there is one by Fervor imported from 
Germany. They were all passed in review, a 
good many of them with foals. 

Something over $40,000 was spent last season 
in services to outside stallions, so that the most 
fashionable blood has been obtained, notably 
that of Blandford, Biribi, Grand Parade, Dark 
Diamond, Dark Legend, Zionist, Pondoland, Aster- 
us, etc., Incidentally I may here remark that 
some of the best foals I have seen this season 
are by Zionist and Asterus. 

It is impossible to go through the whole of the 
mares, but I will mention a few of those which 
particularly took my eye. The five-year-old 
Sunstar mare, Spectra, bred by Sir John and 
Lady FitzGerald, is nursing an early January 
foal by Ksar, described as a bay or grey. In 
view of the fact that his sire is doing better 
this year than he has done up to the present, 
this colt, on his looks, should race. The dam is 
out of Inflammable by Prince Palatine from Fire 
Witch by Cyllene. 

Mr. de Baschkirow secured an extraordinary 
bargain at the last Newmarket December sales 
in the Sledmere-bred mare, Lady Madeline. The 
rumor that she was barren resulted in him ob- 
taining her for 1,100 guineas, and, from the sub- 
sequent result, it was probably the greatest 
bargain of the five days, as she now has at foot 
a really good-looking chestnut colt, dropped on 
April 2nd, by Hurry On. Lady Madeline, five 
vears old, is by Phalaris out of Bay Maiden by 
Bayardo from Maid of Kent by Persimmon, and 
has this season visited Zionist. 


Mares and Foals 


Last autumn Mr. Strassburger intended weed- 
ing out Chaucrita, but fortunately he did not, as 
the 5-year-old daughter of Chaucer dropped on 
March 2 of this year a very nice bay filly by 
Town Guard, and has been covered by him again. 
The mare was bred by Mr. George Lambton, 
and is out of Cry Help by Irishman from Stew- 
ardess by Cabin Boy. 

The other Phalaris mare, Phaona, comes from 
Mr. Robert Whitworth’s stud. Dropped in 1923, 
and imported as a 3-year-old, she is out of Des- 
tination by Desmond. Unfortunately she was 
empty in 1928 and 1929, but appears now to be 
standing to Alcantara IT. 

The 8-year-old Tracery mare, Flora Macdonald, 
purchased from Lord Dewar, is of a strain of 
blood which is very much sought after in France. 
She is out of Rarity by Rad'um from Quintes- 
sence (dam of Clarissimus, Paragon, and Moun- 
taineer). She has a nice-sized chestnut colt by 
Salvo, but is undoubtedly empty to Grand Par- 
ade. I am afraid this must suffice for the mares. 

There are eighteen foals on the place, only 
one having been lost, and that was rather un- 
fortunate, as it was by Biribi. There is a very 
nice grey filly-foal by this sire, which has done

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well since I saw it earlier in the year. She is 
out of the Sardanapale mare, Adorable, who ap- 
pears to be standing to a service by Pondoland. 
Other foals, apart from those already mentioned, 
are by Zionist, Teddy, Dark Legend, two among 
the most important by Bruleur, and one by the 
German sire, Aberglaube. 

The only stallion now on the place is Mr. 
Strassburger’s old favorite, Asteroide, who, al- 
though by a Government sire, Sun Star, has an 
excellent pedigree, be ng a grandson of Rabelais. 
He was a great stayer winning the Prix Lupin, 
wherein he beat Biribi a short head, and the 
Grand Priz de Deauville, besides many other 
good races. He is all over a St. Simon in appear- 
ance, and no doubt will be given a chance by his 
owner. He had a few mares last season, but, as 
he stands at a very reasonable fee, he should 
get the ten or a dozen outside mares which Mr. 
Strassburger wishes to limit him to in 1931. 

I saw very few of the yearlings, as all the 
colts—the stud is particularly fortunate in having 
eight male yearlings out of a dozen—had left for 
Russel’s stable at Chantilly. Amongst the fillies 
there was a particularly nice light bay by Bru- 
leur, whose colts, however, are better than his 
fillies on the racecourse. 

Mr. Strassburger is well served at the moment 
in his racing and breeding ventures, as, apart 
from the services of Mr. de Baschkirow and Rus- 
sel (the international trainer) in their respective 
departments. he has secured Mrs. Duryea’s old 
stud groom, Mitchell, who raised so many famous 
winners, including the Epsom Derby victor, Dur- 
bar, at the Haras du Gazon. 


KILMER BREEDING PLANS.
